in 1958 has been in the field of ecumenicity. 

Everywhere there is a sincere desire that the 
blessed fellowship Christians know in Christ Jesus 
should be a practical reality—one flock, one fold under 
one Lord, both spiritually and in daily practice. We 
deplore the humanisms, the perversities and the fever- 
ish ways in which useless divisions are promoted and 
maintained, keeping Christians apart and hindering 
the evangelization of the world. 

Millions of prayers have gone up in all parts of the 
world for a larger measure of Christian unity than now 
exists. Simultaneously there has been an enormous 
amount of ecclesiastical propaganda for the creation 
of “The Coming Great Church’”—an institutional an- 
swer to the Church of Rome. 

The World Council of Churches has strengthened its 
organization and program of service. With the church- 
es added during 1958, it now has 171 constituent mem- 
bers in 52 countries. Toward the close of the year, sig- 
nificant conferences were held with the Moscow 
Patriarchate looking toward the acceptance of the 
Russian Orthodox Church into full membership. In the 
USA the National Council of Churches expanded its 
membership and took an increasing role in ecclesiasti- 
cal and public affairs. 

Partially under the pressures of the ecumenical 
machine but largely through the cooperation of local 
pastors and lay leaders, several denominational fam- 
ily mergers moved toward consummation. The union 
of the Presbyterian Church in the USA and the United 
Presbyterian Church of North America resulted in the 
formation of the United Presbyterian Church in the 
USA with a membership of over 3,000,000. The merger 
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Lutheran Church and the United Evangelical Church 
became a certainty with the constituting convention 
scheduled for 1960 in Minneapolis. The merger of the 
Congregational Christian Churches the Evangelical 
and Reformed Church moved down a thorny path to 
final realization. Three protesting fellowships have left 
the Congregational fold, including some of the largest 
churches of the denomination. The International Con- 
vention of Christian Churches (Disciples of Christ) 
expressed continued interest in joining the United 
Church of Christ. The Wesleyan Methodist Church 
and the Pilgrim Holiness Church agreed on terms of 
eventual union. The Evangelical United Brethren are 
in conversations with the Methodists; the Episcopal- 
ians are growing more friendly with the Methodists 
and the Presbyterians. Christian unity is high on the 
Protestant agenda in the USA. 

Across the world the same pattern holds. In Lambeth 
Palace, London, 300 Angelican bishops took united ac- 
tion, bringing the Episcopal system into closer and 
more harmonious fellowship than it has enjoyed in 
600 years. In a number of Asian lands considerable 
progress was made in uniting native churches and the 
activities of foreign mission boards into National 
Churches which are to become a part of the World 
Council of Churches. 

Christian missions faced the gravest crisis in modern 
history. For some years the ecumenical leaders of the 
world have been planning to replace “Christian mis- 
sions” as practiced by the apostolic Chureh with a new 
world strategy called “the world mission of the 
Church.” The objective of the new thrust will be the 
creation of a new social order embodying the ethical 
and spiritual principles of the Master Teacher. In 
Ghana, Africa, the official representatives of the 
World Council of Churches and the International Mis- 
sionary Council agreed on a merger of the two organi- 
zations. The Churches involved are moving toward the 
reorganization of their foreign mission boards into 
“commissions on ecumenical world mission.” The new 
United Presbyterian Church in the USA took action at 
its Pittsburgh meeting. The Disciples followed by sig- 
nificant votes at Saint Louis. All over WCC denomina- 
tions will fall in line in due season. This means the 
early death of evangelistic missions in all these church- 
es. 

Brighter horizons loomed for evangelical Christian 
missions in the Protestant orbit outside the Councils. 
EFMA, IFMA and independent boards, together with 
such denominational boards as that of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, now have the majority of foreign 
missionaries and native workers stationed throughout 
the world. More trained youth are volunteering for 
service than ever before in the history of missions. New 
areas, never before reached with the Gospel have been 
entered, notably the new mission to the Auca Indians 
in the jungles of Ecuador. Millions of new money is 
being made available by missionary-minded evangeli- 
cals. Congregations like Peoples Church, Toronto, and 
Park Street Church, Boston, have missionary budgets 
in six figures annually. The generous benefactions of 
men like R.G. LeTourneau are growing. 

Evangelistic gains in the USA during 1958 were spot- 
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ty. Visitation evangelism became increasingly popular. 
In mass evangelism Billy Graham’s campaigns in San 
Francisco and Charlotte held major interest. Both 
broke records in attendance and souls.saved. There was 
increased opposition from extreme liberals and extreme 
fundamentalists. The official support of councils of 
churches lagged and it became increasingly clear that 
support, for Graham-type crusades will come from the 
“grass roots” of American Protestantism—Christ-hon- 
oring, Bible-believing, born-again Christians. World- 
wide revival did not break in 1958, but fervent prayer 
continued to rise in its behalf. An increasing number 
of people have faith to believe that it will come when 
the Church is ready in the fulness of time. 

The trend toward a more conservative and Biblical 
theology continued. A survey of American Protestant 
ministers conducted by Opinion Research Corporation 
for Christianity Today showed that 39 percent were 
“conservative,” 32 per cent were “fundamentalist,” 12 
per cent were neo-orthodox and only 14 per cent “lib- 
eral.” Evangelical theologians strengthened their po- 
sition through a restudy of Bible truth in the light of 
scientific discoveries and moved toward the elimina- 
tion of traditional theological opinion which cannot be 
substantiated either by Scripture or scientific fact, An 
increasing company of substantial conservative schol- 
ars are expressing themselves in theological journals 
and in new volumes like Revelation and the Bible 
(Baker). Classical liberalism is dead. The ranks of neo- 
orthodoxy and neo-supernaturalism, reputable refuges 
for disillusioned liberals, continued to expand and to 
exert a wider influence on Protestant education and 
culture. Basic doubts concerning the inspiration and 
authority of the Holy Scriptures persist alongside com- 
mitment to the critical techniques of the old liberal- 
ism. Men of this persuasion continue in control of 
Protestant denominational and ecumenical machinery. 

In Christian education there was encouraging 
growth in college enrollment, faculty development, 
buildings and equipment and financial undergirding. 
This is the day of the small Christian college. It is the 
answer to the overcrowding of state and municipal 
universities which tends to become a greater problem 
because of college-age population increases. The Chris- 
tian Day School movement burgeoned beyond all pre- 
vious annual records. This was due to two de- 
velopments—the rise of secularism in the public 
schools and racial integration in the schools of the 
South. The Sunday School movement made amazing 
strides in the erection of adequate education buildings 
and the improvement of personnel and equipment for 
graded instruction. The rapid growth of the National 
Sunday School Association attests the conviction of 
pastors and local church leaders that the future ef- 
fectiveness of the Church depends on a new emphasis 
on teaching and training an intelligent, efficient and 
active church membership. 

In 1958 church membership statistics continued to 
mount. Sixty-one per cent of the nations estimated 
170,500,000 people were reported to be members of 
churches and synagogues. Membership now stands at 
104,189,778 for all faiths—59,823,777 Protestants. Many 
of these people, however, have only a superficial re- 
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ligious faith. Moral losses in America during the year 
were tremendous. F. B. I. figures again showed stag- 
gering increases in crime and juvenile delinquency. 
Government investigations disclosed unprecedented 
dishonesty, corruption, fraud and villany in public af- 
fairs. Racketeering in unions reached a new high. 
Alcoholism became an increasing problem in business 
and industry. Mental illness rose to alarming propor- 
tions. While the Congress strengthened laws dealing 
with commercialized obscenity, pandering to the 
purient interest remained essentially uncurbed. Even 
the churches reflected the moral sag in lowered stand- 
ards of personal righteousness and emasculated gospel 
of holiness. 

The influence of the Church in public affairs under- 
went startling changes. The November elections pre- 
sented a fascinating and fearful demonstration of 
the growing power of Roman Catholicism in govern- 
ment. State houses in three pivotal states—Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and California—were won by candidates 
of broad political skill who are Romanists, to say noth- 
ing of important seats in legislative halls. Political 
parties are now aware that they need the Roman 
Catholic vote added to the old blocs they control in 
order to win elections. The clever propaganda against 
so-called “Protestant bigotry and intolerance” has won 
the popular mind so that there is no longer any fear 
of Vatican control. On the brighter side there is a new 
Protestant interest in training youth for public life. 
The Methodists are matching Georgetown University’s 
school for diplomats. The NAE is opening an annual 
Washington seminar for evangelical students who 
major in economics and government. Offices of public 
affairs are being maintained by several Protestant 
bodies in the nation’s capital. Certain agencies are pre- 
paring to meet the possible challenge of a Romanist 
candidate for President two years hence. 

The modern world is still yearning for a Utopia but 
is gripped by a growing pessimism as to whether this 
generation will live to see it. Russia’s educational and 
scientific achievements and Communism’s encroach- 
ments on the traditional preserves of the West cause 
men to sense that they are living in a fool’s paradise 
which momentarily could be reduced to atomic waste- 
land. Evangelicals need to evaluate their rich op- 
portunities in these crucial times and boldly lay hold 
of the promises of God. Great things can be done in 
His strength. The situation calls for humility, self- 
searching, a restudy of God’s Word, a more effective 
prayer life, all-out committment to Christ and the 
presentation of the Gospel as the full and final answer 
to the problems of mankind.

Special Georgia Day at Lee College

founded a Church of God educational insti- 
tution named Lee College, fundamental in be- 
lief, Pentecostal in emphasis, world-wide in vision. This 
school was dedicated to the advancement of our youth 
toward a strong scholastic foundation, a well-adjust- 
ed social and personal life, and a Biblical-basis con- 
cept of and a proper relationship with their God. 
Since its inauguration, Lee College has stood as an 
educational fortress in the time of knowledge warfare, 
an orchard of fruitful wisdom for the seeking laborer, 
and a well of crystal clear learning for the thirsting 
attendants. It has been supported by its people, at- 
tended by its youth, and admired by its associates. 
The Georgia state chapter of the Lee College Na- 
tional Alumni Association, realizing the importance of 
Church of God youth being acquainted with and at- 
tending Lee College, initiated in 1957 a program en- 
titled “Special Georgia Day at Lee College.” The pur- 
pose of this activity was to familiarize Georgia youth 
with the curricula that Lee College offers and the ad- 
vantages of attending a Christian high school and col- 
lege. Our first G-Day was a great success with 200 
present. Not only did this day benefit Lee College, but 
it also served as the spark that set off many youth 
revivals in our state. Since our first G-Day was such 
an outstanding achievement, the state chapter voted 
to make Georgia Day an annual and state-wide ac- 
tivity. 
This year our special G-Day was November 14. On 
that day, 400 delegates passed from Georgia into 
Tennessee to spend one intriguing adventurous day on 
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the scenic campus of Lee College. Follow the outline 

below that thrilled and made a vivid and unforget- 

table impression on the lives of Georgia teen-agers. 

1. 9:00 “Let’s get acquainted and fellowship time.” 
During this period, all delegates checked in at the 
registration booth, giving their name and address 
for future correspondence and receiving their E-Z 
stick identification badge and souvenir key chain 
with a picture of Lee College on it. Coffee and 
doughnvts were served while everyone got acquaint- 
ed and enjoyed a season of fellowship. 

2. 10:00 “Special planned chapel program.” 

Everyone was thrilled in the chapel program as the 
school’s band played, the campus choir sang, and 
Lee students gave their testimonies of appreciation 
for their school. 

3. 11:00 “Classroom visitation.” 

Delegates were allowed to visit classes they were in- 
terested in and be a part of the student body. This 
enabled them to receive a clear picture of the teach- 
ing techniques of Lee. They had an opportunity to 
examine textbooks, observe classroom procedures, 
and check the pattern of courses offered. 

4. 12:00 “Lunch in the school cafeteria.” 

Every phase of Lee’s program was under observa- 
tion by Georgia delegates. A nice meal was served in 
the school cafeteria; everyone ate heartily and en- 
joyed it very much. 

5. 1:00 “Dormitory and campus visitation time.” 
Every department, building, dormitory, and annex of 
Lee College were examined by Georgia youth. They 
came with a desire to learn about Lee and that’s 



































exactly what they did. Music rooms, library, staff 
quarters, classrooms, gym, recreation room, and 
every other part or fraction thereof were surveyed 
and explained. 

. 2:00 “General offices and publishing house tour.” 

A guided and orientated tour of the general offices 
and publishing house was conducted by Josh 
Thomas. This was a great highlight of the day. The 
people from the Peach State saw the Evangel in 
print and the gigantic presses that put out other 
Church of God literature. The new radio room was 
visited, along with the publishing house chapel, 
book store, council room, general officials’ offices, 
and all other departments. 

. 3:00 “Fun in the school gym.” 

This included a ball game between Lee and the boys 
from Georgia. This game had the usual thrills and 
the climactical playing of two inspired ball clubs. 
Others played Ping-pong, checkers, shuffleboard, 
etc., in the recreation room. 

. 4:00 “Miscellaneous period.” 

During this period, the ones who were not staying 
for the banquet had supper in the cafeteria. Others 
visited their friends in the dormitories, while some 
visited the canteen. There were so many things to 
do and such a short time in which to do them that 
everyone was kept busy all day long. 


The day culminated with a big banquet for Georgia 
students and delegates. The entertaining evening was 
filled with laughter, music, humor, and a serious youth 
challenge. The theme of the program was “Down in 
Dixie” with Wallace Swilley as master of ceremonies 
and Cecil Knight as guest speaker. The Georgia state 
staff was present, as well as members of the Executive 
Committee and other outstanding and esteemed lead- 
ers. After much humor had been exchanged and minds 
were ready for a serious thought, Cecil Knight, As- 
sistant National Sunday School and Youth Director, 
gave an inspiring talk on “Bone Rot.” The subject, 
based on Proverbs 14:30, dealing with purity of speech, 
cleanliness of sight, and soundness of thought, sunk 
deep into everyone’s hearts. Long will linger the mem- 
ories of this exhilarating banquet.

Pentecostal Leaders Charged With 
Anti-Soviet Propaganda 


A number of Pentecostal leaders in the Republics 
of Byelorussia and Lithuania were arrested recently, 
tried, and charged for being “very active in anti- 
Soviet propaganda,” according to a daily newspaper 
published in Vilnius. Specifically, the article said, the 
church officials were accused of “forbidding sect mem- 
bers to read Communist papers and books, view films, 
participate in elections, join the Kosomol (Red youth 
organization) and trade unions, serve in the Soviet 
army, and send their children to Soviet schools. The 
newspaper warned that Pentecostals have strength- 
a their activities and recruited new members in 

us. 


Spiritual Therapy Conference Lauds 
Faith as Healer 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—Ninety-seven ministers were 
among 653 persons attending the International Con- 
ference on Spiritual Therapy here sponsored by the 
Order of Saint Luke the Physician. Most of these were 
Protestant Episcopalian, although 30 other denomina- 
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tions from 29 states and six Canadian provinces were 
represented. 

Dr. George Ritchie, a physician from Richmond, Va., 
urged the “militant practice” of Christianity. “Faith 
can produce the miracle of healing,” he said. “It also 
prepares men to die. Medical science does neither. I 
have seen miracles which I cannot explain medically 
—dead men restored to life.” 

He said that “many persons who go to a doctor want 
to be sick. They are afraid to face some failing or 
condition in life, or have a feeling of guilt or in- 
security because of a personal sin or an unhappy re- 
lationship at home or at work. These things bring on 
physical or mental conditions that medicine can’t 
cure.” 

Dr. Alfred W. Price, warden of the Order and rector 
of St. Stephen’s Episcopal church where the confer- 
ence was held, said that his church has 105 “assistants 
who pray for 20,000 persons who have asked for 
prayer help. “About 40 per cent of these report being 
helped or healed,” he said. 


Clergyman Says Hiroshima A-Bomb 
Still Causing Disease and Death 


Radioactivity from the atomic bomb dropped on 
Hiroshima thirteen years ago is continuing to pro- 
duce a death due to disease every 5% days, reports 
the Rev. John W. Wilson, executive secretary of the 
Minnesota Council of Churches. 

Rev. Wilson, who has just returned from the Inter- 
national Conference of Christians for World Peace in 
Tokyo, said there are 200,300 Japanese registered as 
needing medical treatment for atomic sickness. There 
were more than 200,000 fatalities in the Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki atomic bombings. 

Radioactive fallout from nuclear testing in the 
Pacific could “push the danger line and cause fatal 
atomic illness” for persons already exposed in Japan, 
Mr. Wilson said the conference delegates were told. 

The conference passed resolutions in favor of dis- 
armament and “the resolute search for a peaceful 
and non-violent solution of the conflicts which beset 
the world today.”

New Laws Will Bar Obscenity From Mail 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower has signed 
into law two bills which give the Post Office Depart- 
ment greater authority over mail suspected of con- 
taining obscene material. 

One provides that offenders can be prosecuted de- 
positing or receiving the material. Previously the gov- 
ernment could only prosecute at the point of deposit. 





Those guilty may be fined $10,000, jailed for ten 
years or receive both sentences. 

The other law gives the Post Office Department 
broader powers over the type of obscene material 
that may be seized. The Department now is author- 
ized to impound any pornographic magazines for news 
distribution with second-class mailing privileges, and 
any obscene literature and pictures that have been 
copyrighted. These categories have heretofore been 
exempted. 


Formosa 


Christianity is the most influential religion in 
Formosa today. Since the war the combined Protestant- 
Catholic constituency has increased by over 400 per 
cent, to a total of 381,313. Actual membership for the 
Protestants is almost 100,000; for the Catholics, over 
81,000. Christian churches number well over a thou- 
sand, compared to less than 4,000 Buddhist temples. 
In this same period the Protestant denominations 
working on the island have increased from 4 to 30, 
missionary societies from 2 to 60, missionaries from 
12 to 465, national preachers and evangelists from 
161 to 677. Protestants are operating at least 20 hospi- 
tals and clinics, 1 university, 3 colleges, 6 middle 
schools, 50 kindergartens, besides student hostels, 
trade schools, orphanages and publishing houses. 

The Roman Catholic clergy has increased from 
51 to 739, plus 809 catechists. Conversion rate for the 
Catholics 56 per priest per year. 


Young Russians Tour U. S. As Guests of 
Quakers 

NEW YORK CITY—Three Russian young men have 
arrived in the U. S. as guests of a group of American 
Quakers. They will spend a month touring eastern 
and mid-western states visiting factories, talking with 


civic leaders, touring a university and a small college, 
attending court sessions, seeing a newspaper office 
maa —_— several days in a Quaker farm com- 
m y.

Worship Attendance 


NEW YORK — This label 
showing an American family 
going to worship services to- 
gether will appear on millions 
of loaves of bread this fall and 
winter, The labels—30,000,000 
of them—will be used to help 
promote the 10th annual Re- 
ligion of American Life cam- 
paign to increase regular at- 
tendance and support for all 
churches and synagogues. The 
program is sponsored by a 
Layman’s Committee compris- 
ing members of various faiths. 
It is supported by 24 national 
religious bodies with American 
business cooperating through 
the Advertising Council of 
America. November is desig- 
nated as “Religion in Ameri- 
can Life Month.”
